To Clean Morocco Leather. — Strain the 
leather well over a board, aud scour with stiff 
brush, using tepid water and 6oft soap, made 
slightly acid, as follows:— Get a pennyworth of 
oxalic acid and use a fourth of it only ; dissolve 
in two quarts of water (if it is any stronger it 
might take the color out) ; when done, unstrain 
leather, and dry it in a cool place. Do not 
saturate the leather, but keep the board on an 
incline ; when dry rub a little oil over the sur- 
face lightly with a rag.
